Our  graduating  class  of  19^6  "goeth  forth" — 
yes,  but  surely  we  do  not  want  them  to  leave  on 
this  note  "goeth  forth  and  weepeth".  But  per- 
haps we  do;  let  us  look  at  the  whole  text:  "He 
that  goeth  forth  and  weepeth,  bearing  precious 
seed  shall  doubtless  come  again  with  rejoicing, 
bringing  his  sheaves  with  him."   (Psalm   126:6). 

There  is  no  doubt  that  the  graduates  go  forth 
"bearing  precious  seed".  They  carry  the  seed  of 
the  Word  of  God,  that  incorruptible  seed  by 
which  they  themselves  were  born  again  (I  Peter 
1:23).  They  bear  it  forth  to  scatter  it  in  many 
parts  of  the  Lord's  world  field  (Matt.  13:38), 
and  we  certainly  pray  with  all  our  hearts  that  they 
will  "come  again  with  rejoicing"  having  reaped 
for  eternity  in  the  fields  which  "are  white  already 
to  harvest"  (John  4:35).  We  long  in  the  Lord 
that  each  one  will  come  indeed  "bringing  his 
sheaves  with  him,"  bringing  many  a  soul  into  the 
heavenly  garner  through  the  dcor  which  is  Christ.

gather  most  sheaves.  Paul  speaks  in  Acts  20:19 
of  "Serving  the  Lord  .  .  .  with  many  tears"  and 
in  verse  31  of  the  same  chapter,  "by  the  space 
of  three  years  I  ceased  not  to  warn  everyone  night 
and  day  with  tears".  The  Lord  Jesus,  looking  at 
lerusalem,  "beheld  the  city  and  wept  ov;r  it  ' 
(Luke  19:41). 

We  pray  for  our  graduates  that  the  love  of  God 
may  be  shed  abroad  m  their  hearts  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  Who  is  given  unto  them  (Romans  5:5) 
and  that  this  tender  love  will  give  them  a  real 
concern  for  a  dying,  sin-cursed  world.  This 
sadness  will  be  fruitful  and  therefore  will  be 
constantly  replaced  by  joy:  "weeping  may  endure

A   YEAR   TO 


The  history  of  195'>-'>6  seems  to  be  bracket- 
teci   with    Rhodes   Residence. 

In  September,  195x  T.B.C.'s  first  dormitory 
was  dedicated  and  opened,  and  thirty  girls  moved 
in.  Large,  beautifully  furnished,  well-decorated 
rooms  became  "home"  for  these  who  had  come 
for  training. 

In  February,  1936  some  of  those  same  rooms 
were  blackened  and  charred  by  fire;  soot  and 
smoke  stained  to  dingy  grey  the  once  pastel 
shades  of  walls  and  ceilings.  There  were  songs 
and  prayers  of  thanksgiving  that  the  damage  was 
no  worse,  and  that  no  one  was  hurt.  //  iftt.t  the 
Year  of  the  Fire. 

Between  these  two  dates  that  stand  out  in  our 
resume,  other  events  occurred  that  made  the  ses- 
sion historical. 

Billy  Graham  came  to  Toronto  for  the  Crusade 
of  September  18  to  October  16,  1935,  and  facul- 
ty, staff  and  students  shared  in  this  stirring  time, 
when  so  many  were  saved,  backsliders  restored, 
lives  volunteered  for  service,  and  churches  cjuick- 
ened.    //  utis   the  Year  of  the  Crusade. 

We  remember  the  Monthly  Days  of  Prayer, 
when  classes  were  set  aside  and  we  all  met  God 
in   a   time   of   heart-searching   and   prayer,   when 


"spiritual    batteries"    were    recharged,    and    lives 
Were  strengthened.    //   /;  <r,i   a  Year  of  Prayer. 

The  Annual  Missionary  Conference  moved  in 
to  take  over  the  school  for  four  days,  when  the 
world  and  its  people  trooped  by;  when  the  Word 
challenged  to  complete  consecration.  Who  will 
forget  Rev.  George  McAlpine's  messages;  or  the 
added  challenge  that  the  Residence  fire  brought 
during  the  Conference.'  //  iias  the  Year  of  Mis- 
sions. 

And  finally,  the  historical  sketch  would  close 
with  the  Graduation  service,  that  time  of  "awe- 
some splendor"  when,  to  the  slow  marching  of 
"beautiful  feet"  young  people  who  are  going  out 
to  "preach  the  Gospel  of  peace,  and  bring  glad 
tidings  of  good  things,"  give  their  witness.  The 
great,  silent  throng,  the  massed  choir,  the  sweet, 
solemn  music,  the  vibrant  testimonies,  the  whole 
heart-warming,  challenging  time  I  //  /.(  the  Year 
of   Consecration. 

Yes,  1955-'56  saw  many  things — a  new  resi- 
dence, a  stirring  Crusade,  a  challenging  Mission- 
ary Conference,  a  fearful  fire,  a  thrilling  Gradua- 
tion. The  session  saw  a  new  devotion,  a  new- 
consecration,  and  a  new  purpose  on  the  part  of 
many.

?°"    J  prepare    students    adequately    for    the  practical   demands   of   Christian   service?      The    answer    is 

the  btudent  Activity  program,  which  balances  the  academic  teaching  inside  the  classroom  with  its  practical  appli- 
cation outside  in  every  sphere  of  Christian  living.  Students  who  enter  the  College  are  confronted,  not  with  rules  and 
regulations,  but  with  the  basic  requirement  of  T.B.C.  training,  self-discipline.  When  the  habit  of  obedience  to  the 
inner  guidance  of  the  Holy  Spirit  is  formed  during  student  days,  there  is  a  guarantee  of  spiritual  fruitfulness 
wherever  God  may  call.  Student  self-government  gives  expression  to  the  leadership  of  the  Holy  Spirit  on  the  cor- 
porate level,  through  the  annually  elected  Student  Cabins  which  directs  every  aspect  of  Student  Activities  through 
Its   Committees.     Every   senior   student   shares   this   responsibility  through  membership  on  one  of  the  Committees. 

The  Department  of  Student  Aaivities  arranges  for  each  student  to  participate  in  two  separate  units  of  prac- 
tical Christian  training  each  year.  Such  units  are:  teaching  Sunday  School,  hospital  visitation,  preaching,  choir  and 
group  singing,  mission  work,  open  air  meetings,  child  evangelism,  women's  and  young  people's  work  house-to- 
house  visitation,  tract  distribution,  etc.  Sharing  in  the  planning  and  oversight  of  these  lictivities  through  the  Com- 
mittees gives  each  student  an  insight  into  how  such  Christian  service  should  be  conducted,  emphasizes  \he  necessity 
of  prayer  and  adequate  preparation  for  the  effective  proclamation  of  the  Gospel,  and  teaches  him  how  to  work  with 
others  Daily  and  weekly  prayer  meetings,  monthly  prayer  days,  and  the  planning  of  special  services  during  the 
year  develop  the  devotional  sphere  of  Christian  service.  Playing  together  \X'ednesday  nights  at  Baraca  Club  o"r  the 
monthly  social  events,  and  the  planning  of  special  graduation  functions,  emphasize  the  social  aspect  of  Christian 
living.     The   annual    Missionary    Conference    confronts    every  student  with  the  claims  of  Christ's  great  Commission. 

Thus  Student  Activities  provide  the  broad,  basic  experience  in  applying  spiritual  principles  of  aaion  to  a 
wide  variety  of  situations  in  order  that  the  graduate  may  enter  his  future  sphere  of  service  with  the  power  and 
resources    of    a    Christ-centred    and    Spirit-guided    life.
